Aden Residency, January 11, 1905. 
Sir: Owing to the outbreak of smallpox and plague in certain divisions 
of the town of Aden the Tawahi Bazaar is placed out of bounds for 
soldiers of the British regiment stationed here. It would be as well 
to place the same area out of bounds for sailors. I have therefore the 
honor to request that you will be so good as to issue the necessaiy 
instructions in respect to the sailors belonging to the Navy of the Gov- 
ernment you represent in case at any time they should, happen to call 
at Aden.
